That Potaon Waa the Oaaaa of Bar Death. 

BotTON, AuR. IS.— The death of an un- 
known T«onuiu at the police station Sunday 
morning is attracting much attentiou and 
keeping a lot of police olllcei-s busy liuntlnK 
for a solution of the mystery, in which her 
death and identity are involved. 

Saturday night an alieer founil a woman 
in Franklin park, at tb« Highlands, appar 
antly under tbe influence of liquor. She 
was almoat apaeohleaa and stupefied by nur 
ootics or almhoL She did manage to say 
that bar name wa* Clark and tu mnuil >1h 
(omethlng about Hew York and Pbilailel 
pbia, but tha oiBoar oould not or did not re- 
alize the gravity of tbe woman's condition 
and took no trouble to gain deflnito Inf ' >r 
matlon from bar inootaerent rvpUaa to hi^ 
queationa. 

He called assistance and carried her to the 
! police station, she having lapsed into uncon 
sciousiiess oil the way. A physician was 
called, and after a baaty examination, pro- 
notmeed it, a, oaaa of rum. Tbe matron, 
however, coiild diaoover no tracea of liquor, 
and tbe oOlcera at tbe atation noticed the 
abaenoe ot alooholic odora, Aa tbe woman 
waa avidentty dying, tl>* phyaiolan waa 
again oallad, and aaaln ha aald It waa aimply 
alcoholiam. Bhodid not regain oonaoioua- 
ne*i^ and died Sunday, morning. A name 
on aomo artioU ot ololhlng waa Annie Clark. 

It waa at firat thooghl to be one of those 
•Mti only too fraqoanl In large dMee and 
•Mnwtad Uttla uotlm, Ai day after day 
p — aad, howavar, without Uaottfiaatton, and 
no poUoanan oouU b* found who oould 
recogniaa her aa a woman at tha atreet, the 
myatary arouaad intwaafc Mora careful ex- 
amination revealed umniatakabla aigns of 
narcotic poiaoning, but not. until Taatarday 
waa anything diaoorarad Mial tola whether 
it waa a caaa of anioida or mnniar. In the 
msaatlme Proftoaor Wood, of Barrard col- 
lege, Is subjecting tha girl*a atomaeh to 
analysis, but tbe raault will xipt be known 
for seTeral daya 

Yaeterday tbe man in duurga ot the 
Franklin park rectory found an emp^ bot- 
tle marked "morphia" on tho lawn near 
where the girl waa found on Saturday night 
It bore tho apothaoary'a atoinp of A. G. 
^Vilber, a Washington atnMt druggist This 
clew was easily traced, aa tbe druggist's 
books showed that oo Auguat 11 a woman 
giving her name as A. Clark, 30 Franklin 
street, bought an eight-ounce bottle of mor- 
phine. No further description of tbe womau 
could be given except that she was about 
thirty years old. This was presuniptive evi- 
dence that it was u case of aulcide. Tue 
clerk who sold tbe poison was taken tu tbe 
morgue but was unable to identify tlie dead 
womau as tbe purchaser. 
N. ai ly every Boston district contains a 
j Kraiiklin street, and at this tune thr- police 
have been able to leuru that no sn< b woman 
worked or lived at the Fraiikim street in tije

It if) Bald tha» we only sell S7,000,- 
000 of ruiT mauufactures annually to Mex- 
ico as an evidence that foreign countries 
will not buy from us ; yet Mexico does 
buy annually from England ^750,000,000, 
being more than one hundred times as 
much as it buys from the United States, j 
The same is true of South America and , 
all other countries tlmt biiv aiiiinaliy 
from England nearly $2,000,000,000. Why : 
should we confine our producers to a j 
home market of only GO.OOO.OOO people 
while England furuishea to the marlcet of 
the world annaally nearly $2,000,000,000 
of her productions? The truth is England 
sells because ahe holds oat inducements, 
which the United States withholds. 
Hence the languishing condition of our 
industries. While the annual produc- 
tion of the United States is one-fifth 
greater than the annual production of 
Ensland, yet England's export trade is 
annually five times greater than the ex 
port trade of the United States. Now if 
we had export trade equal to that of 
England, there would not lie an idle la 
liorer in the country, and new life woirid 
be imparted to all the indnitries of the 
land.
